"Grounds of rejection to be reviewed on appeal", the appellant failed to 
mention the 112 second paragraph rejection of claims 18-21 as listed in the final rejection and the advisory action. 
"Argument", the appellant fails to argue the 112 second paragraph rejection of claims 18-21 as listed in the final office 
action and the advisory action. . ^
